M’GREGOR AND THE LADY. 


The Late Mr. Cody’s Lawyer Makes an An- 
swer to Watson. 


_Avausta, Ga., October 29.—[Special.]—Mr. 
E. P. Davis, of Warrenton, an intimate friend and 
counsel of the late James M. W. Cody, of Warren- 
ton, spent the day in Augusta, and tne Chronicle 
will print an interview with him tomorrow, in an- 
swer to the recent interview of Mr. T. Watson, Mc- 
er attorucy. Mr. Davis says among other 

“L amin futl possession of all the facts in the 
case, I have read Mr. Cody's statement several 
times in the preparation of the defence in the case 
against him. Besides these, was in 
full possession of his confidence, and 
he made many verbal statements to me, 
Which he intended to incorporate in bis writteu 
statement before it was made in. court. I have 
also seen Mr. Watson's interview, purporting to be 
Major McGregor's answer to Mr. Cody’sstatement. 
1 regret that is should have been thought uecessary 
to sustain the character of the lady in question 
against any insinuation from Mr. Cody or his 
friends, I turther regret that the matter has at- 
tracted so much attention, and that so much is be- 
ing Said about it, when it can avail so little. I 
desire to say, however, for Mr, Cody, 
for the reasen that he can not speak 
for himseif, and for the further reason that I, as one 
of his counse}, having fnll possession of his confi- 
dence and secrets, deem it my duty to speak; that 
his statement does not contain one word that was 
meant to reflect upon the lady whose name has 
been broughtinto this deplorable affair ,nor did I 
ever hear Mr, Cody in the conversations 1 had with 
him, either friendly or professionally, reflect in 
any way upon her character. On the con- 
trary, I have heard him say that he believed her 
one of the purest and best of women, and 
desire to add my personal indorsement to this opin- 
ion of Mr. Cody respecting her. I am acitizen of 
Warrenton, andI know her; and I know she pos- 
seases to the fullest degree the confidence and 
esteem of the town and county. Her character is 
irreproachable, and I had not deemed that it 
needed defense. Had Mr. Cody not believed her 
innocent and pure, and one of the best of womeii, 
he would not have attempted as he did, though 
under a mistaken idea of chivalry, to pro- 
tect her from what he regarded a 
dangerous friendship. Mr. Cody's reasons for 
shooting Mejor McGregor, as stated to his counsel 
was because he believed Major McGregor was seek- 
ing to take improper advantage of her. Mr. Cody 
based his belief on Major MoGregor’s statement 
publicly made and reported to him by responsible 
parties, all of which Mr. Cody expected to bring out 
on the trial of the case against him.’’ 

He deuied thatthe offer to compromise the case 
came from Cody or any one authorized to speak for 


him. 

Jep Cody, the brother of the dead 
man, was also in the oity, and a cons 
ference was held in Judge Twigg’s office. Mr. 
Cody furnishes a card for publication, in which he 
alsodusists that his brother’s statement made no 
Charges against the lady, and that the only person 
who has ever dared.to columnat her is Major 
Charles E. McGregor. 


A HOWL FROM RHODE ISLAND. 


An Appeal to the President to Override 
State Lines. 

Newport, R. I., October 29.—-The Observer 
tomorrow will print the following letter, 
which has been sent to President Harrison: 

“NEWPORT, October 25, 1889.—To Hon, Benjamin 
Harrison, President of the United States: Honored 
Sir: We approach you with the full consciousness 
upon us of the respect that is due you as our chief 
magistrate, and with a complete desire to manifest 
thesame. A public meeting of citizens of the city of 
Newport, state of Rhode Island, was held in our 
statenouse on the lith inst. The chief magistrate 
of the city presided, Many of our distinguished 
citizens were present. It was an overflowing meet- 
ing; it was upanimous and enthusiastic, All party 
predilections, ail sectarian differences, alllines re- 
ferring to natlonality, color or racs were for the 
occasion laid aside. Its members only saw hnman- 
ity brutally outraged, the government being under- 
mined and Jaw being trampled upon. It was 
called to protest against the wholesale and unre- 
strained murdering of innocent American 
chizens by the thousands, now going on in 
some of the states of the south; it was convened to 
protest aga!nst the deprival in thesé states of life, 
liberty and property without due process of law. 

Honored sir, the undersigned were appointed by 
the meeting to correspond with you to the end of 
having a stop put to this dangerous violation of 
law; this demoralizing example; this deep in- 
iquity. Allow us tosubmit to your favorable con- 
sideration (sent here with areport of the meeting 
clipped from one of our leading daily papers). 
We do not regard it within our province 
to debate, but you will uot, we are sure, 
feel it as being indecorous in us to refer to 
the fact that in uwurestrained violation of the 
supreme iaw of the land, eyen by 

small part of a state cannot be rex 
garded with indifference by those sworn to see the 
laws of the land respected; that if that part of those - 
who constitute a state are left free to do within 
bounds what the whole 1s by law inhibited from 
doing, the whole, it may be legally assumed, are 
tacitiy actors and responsible for things done. 

We wouid ask you most earnestly, -but most 
respectfully, to use the utmost of moral infinence of 
your exalted position to have a stop put to the 
violation of the law referred to; we beseech you 
to use, all the force that belongs to 
your high office to putastoptothe same, We en- 
treat you to make this violation of law the subject 
of remark and of condemnation in your coming 
message to congress, Wehelieve thereis nothsng 
in the character of our dual government, or its laws, 
that precludes tbe federal division thereof from 
waintainivg the foree and full dignity of the su- 
preme law of the land, that right une been dele- 
gated by the several states to the United States. 
ggWith an expression ofa wish for your heath and 
happiness, and that your administration may be 
iilustrious through its defense of the weak and out- 
raged, we remain, respectfully your obedient ser-

IN WHICH BEGGS TOOK A LEADING 
PART. 


WILL BEGGS TELL THE WHOLE STORY? 


The Evidence in the Cronin Murder Trial 
Yesterday—Officers of the Clan on the 
Witness Stand—Other Notes. 


Curcaao, October 29.—A local paper says: 
‘The attorneys for the prosecution determined 


last night, after a good deal of consideration, to 
take up the subject of Patrick O/’Sullivan’s 
business card for the purpose of proving that 
the particular form thestranger offered Cronin 
had been printed only two days before the 
doctor was murdered. Attorneys for the pros- 
ecution believe thisto be the strongest evi- 
dence they have against O’Sullivan, not even 
excepting the testimony of the Carlsons, who 
saw him in daily communication with the 
murderers who occupied the cottage on Ash- 
land avenue. Besides this testimony it is the 
intention of the lawyers to introduce new 
evidence sustaining the belief that the 
conspiracy in Camp twenty, with Dr. Cronin’s 
death, as a result, existed. Upward of thirty 
young Irishmen, all of them members of the 
notorious camp, were in the state’s attorney’s 
office last night, and every one of them tessai- 
fied to the main facts that have already been 
published. 

The stories that they will tell will prove be- 
yond doubt thatthe conspiracy to get rid of 
Dr. Cronin was formed in camp and was car- 
riedjto a successful issue. Following evidence 
on this line will come evidence concerning the 
finding of the bloody trunk on Evanston ave- 
nue, and from this point the whole conspiracy 
will be exposed in detail. 

At the opening of Judge McConnell’s court 
this morving, Mrs. Winifred Dinan, wife of 
Patrick Dinan, the livery man who owns the 
famous white horse, took the stand as a wit- 
ness. She testified to facts about the horse be- 
ing taken and driven north on the night of 
May 4th, and his return at half past 9 o’clock 
steaming with perspiration as if he had been 
hard driven. 

John G. O’Connor, member of the famous 
Camp 20 of the Clan-na-Gael, of which Beggs, 
Burke, Coughlan and other defendants were 
members, was next placed on the stand. 

O’Connor was recording secretary of the 
camp when Beggs wassenior guardian, After 
numerous details as to meetings and methods 
of transacting business, the witness testified 
that on February 8th last, ata meeting at the 
camp, Thomas F. O’Connor asked if we had 
ever heard the report of the trial committee 
that tried what is known 4s the triangle. 

Beggs said he had not. 

O’Connor said it was strange our camp never 
got the report when he heard it readin another 
camp in the city, and he would state the name 
of the camp and the man who read it if we de- 
manded it, Then some one asked who it was. 
I did not hear whohe said read it, but there 
was some memberthere who did hear and 
Iasked him ‘‘What did you say?’ and I 
understood him to say, Dr. Cronin. 

The state’s attorney was evidently of opinion 
that the witness was an unwilling one and 
sought to have him detail at greater length 
the proceedings of the camp, but without suc 
cess, 

Witness said he had no recoliection thata 
man named Fry had madea speech in which 
he said the éamp had better investigate the 
triangle, ause he had heard the report 
charging its members with wasting funds of 
the order. 

After a long wrangle between the lawyers, 
the court admitted the record of proceedings 
of Camp No. 20 on February 8th, made by the 
witness at the time, and he proceeded to read 
it, subject to many interruptions in the way of 
questions and objections. Generally, in re- 
ferring to individual members of the camp, 
numbers, instead of names. were used, and in 
one caséin which it Was noted that certain 
numbers were appointed a committee 
to investigate the qualifications of 
an applicant for mem oership, the 
state’s attorney said he proposed to show 
that one of them was the number borne by one 
of the prisoners at the bar. 

Coming down to the matter of the camp’s ac- 
tion on the supposed allegations against Cronin 
in connection with the trial of the triangle in 
Buffalo, witness read as follows: 

Moved and seconded that an imperative demand 
be made upon the executive committee at once for 
immediate information ofthe trial committee, It 
was amended that the senior guardian notify the 
district members of the report that is going around, 
regarding the report of the triai committee, right in 
oue of the camps in this city. The motion was car- 
ried. A motion waa made and seconded thata 
sccret committee of three be appointed by the senior 
guardian to investigate the rumors afloat regarding 
the trial of the executive body. Motion carried. 

The senior guardian mentioned, witness 
said, was John F. Beggs, one of the men now 
on trial. An effort was made toshow by wit- 
ness that there was a consultation between 
himself and Michael J. Kelly, A. J. Ford and 
P. H. Nolan about the advisability of destroy- 
ing the books of the camp, but the dcfense 
objected and the court sustained the objection. 

The cross-examinati@a of witness was 
then begun. Witness further testified that 
when Captain O’Connor moved for the a 
pointment of a committee tw investigate the 
report that the report of the trial committee had 
been read in another§ camp, the senior 
guardian, Beggs, saidthe camp had no power 
to investigate another camp and that the 
proper thing to do was to refer the matter to a 
district officer. Witness had no knowledge as 
to whether or not the committee to investigate 
the other camp was ever appointed. 

Question—Did you hear Captain O’Connor 
in any statement he made in Camp twenty 
meetings, mention Cronin’s name that night? 

Answer—I did not hear him pronounce it, 
but as I said before— 

Witness was interrupted at this point by a 
tilt between counsel, at the conclusion of 
which be answered that he did not hear it. 

Mr. Forrest. on behalf of the other defend- 
ants, had objected to the admission of O’Con- 
nor’s testimony. Then Mr. Foster, of the 
counsel for Beggs, said: 

“On behalf of Defendant Beggs, we want the 
record toshow that noobjection is made on his 

yart to the introduction of this testimony. Mr. 

ta does not wish to impair or infringe the 
rights of other defendants, but his position is 
that he invited the fullest and clearest investi- 
gation of his connection with the Clan-na- 
Gael, and he does not object tothe introduc- 
tion of any testimony, material or immaterial, 
that will forward such investigation. He made 
this assertion when this charge was first made, 
and he repeats it now.”’ 

WILL BEGGS TELL THE STORY? 

‘‘What dogs all this mean? Has Beggs 

squealed ?”” was asked of Mr. Mill. The coun- 
for the people smiled.

THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


A Long and Important Session Held Yes- 
terday. 

The board of education convened in regular 
session yesterday afternoon in the superintendent's 
office, Girl's High school building. 

Hon, W. A. Hemphill, president, presided. 

To the roll call, there were responses from Mayor 
Glenn and Messrs. Roacb, Kontz, Greere, Moran, 
Beatie, Smith, Hammond, Bray, Cassin, Thomson 
and Bishop, 

The report of Superintendent Slaton showed that 
229 white pupils have applied for seats who cannot 
be accommodated, and that there are more than 
that many out ofschoolwho have not applied 
In the report the superintendent called the atten- 
tion of the board to the Marietta Street school 
house. 

“That building,’ said he, “is hardly fit for a 
echoolhouse, Since it was crectea theEast Tennes- 
see and the Georgia Pacific railways have been built 
along there, and they make much more noise than 
the one road, Western and Atlantic, made. Then 
too, the street has been belgian blocked, and this 
increases the noise. When the racket is on full 
blast recitations have to be suspended, No one’s 
throat can stand the strain." 

The superintendent, in his report, recommended 
that the building be moved further away from 
Marietta street,aud the matter wasreferred to the 
committee on buildings, 

The board ruled that when the schools have a hal 
holiday, and a child absents himself from the 
schools he should be marked absent foran entire 
day. 

The board also’ruled that when a pupil was kept 
from school because of a contageous disease in the 
pupil's mp f he should not be marked absent, but 
that the pupil should be given a special examinas 
tion upon his return to school, and marked upon 
the examination. 

The teachers in the Girls’ High school requested 
the board to trade off the oli piano for a new one, 
or topay the rental on the one now iu use, that 
rental now pelts paid by the pupils 

The audited bills, including salaries. was$7,942. 20. 

Mayor Glenn moved that the schools all be given 
a holiday Thurday to attend the exposition. The 
motion was ameaded requesting tie Piesimont 
exposition directors to admit the school children for 
ten cents, and adopted. 

Mr. Beattie, of the committee on buildings, in 
formed the board that it would be necessary to 
build new schoolhouses to accommodate the white 
children out of schools. Many of the colored chil- 
dren could be accommodated by renting the Starr 
sshoolhouse on Houston street. 

Mr. Hammond, of the committee on text books, 
recommended the purchase of geographical and 
astronomical charts tor some of the schools. This 
led to a long discussion, and the report was finally 
adopted,

The great interest Georgia people are taking. 
in the dairy business, bas created a desire ta 
know more of the improvements required in 
the manufacture of gilt-edge butter. 

For the purpose of educating the farmers 
and giving practical illustrations to those in- 
terested, the exposition company erected q 
large building—twenty-eight by seventy-nine 
feet, with two editions eighteen by twenty- 
eight feet. This building, a i 
tion of which was given 
CoONSTITUTION’s exposition issue is devoted 
entirely to dairy and creamery apparatus, and 
supplied with the latest improvements, all 
pope adapted for use in the south where 

armers have not the advantage of ice and 
cold water that the northern farmer bas. 

Here can be seen outfits varying from a sin~ 
gle cow in capacity to four hundred cows, and 

practically the same, but on a smaller scale, 
as those used in the large creameries of the 
north and west, where from five hundred to twa 
thousand pounds of butter are made each day. 

In this building are shown creameries for 
the separation of the cream from the milk 
while it is in a fresh, sweet 
state, making cream of a uniform 
quality. Systematic dairy work and 
uniformity of products being essential te 
complete success. The creameries combine @ 
refrigerator with the milk compartment wher 
they are used with ice. 

The churns employed jin buatter-making 
here are those operating on the concussion 
principle. The absence of all floats, lashers, 
paddles or agitators is a noticeable feature. 
These churns are shown in two styles—one 
known as the barre! churn, which is hung on 
pivots at the side, and by a crank is mate end 
over end to preduce the concussion. 

The other, and by most people considerable, 
is the Davis swing churn, which hasan oscil~ 
lating motion to — the concussion. By 
either of these churns the butter comes in 
what is known asthe granularform. Assoon 
as it assumes granules about the size of wheas 
kernels a strainer is inserted atan opening in’ 
the bottom and the milk drawn from the but« 
ter. Cold water is then introduced, not coldes 
than fifty-four degrees, and all the 
buttermilk is washed from the butter, 
thus preventing its souring, which ig 
in all cases due to the buttermilk contained in 
it. Itis only necessary then to work in a 
sufficient amount of salt, which varies accord- 
ing to taste, from coe aca of an ounes 
to one ounce to the pound. 

A number of different kinds of butter print 
are shown for printing butter, in pounds, o 
half pounds, as the mar 
may require. Each is ee 
in a waterproof and air tight parchment, ang 
placed in a shipping case eon with trays, ' 
arranged with trays one above the other, an@ 
having a Chamber for ice to keep the contents 
cooi during shipment. All this work is shown 
and willingly explained by L. L. Northrup 
the man incharge.

Criticising Governor Hill. 

Some of our northern contemporaries, es-— 
pecially those of the mugwump and repub- 
lican variety, are very much disturbed over 
the recent visit of Governor Hill to Atlanta. 
One of them goes so far as to say that the 
visit of Governor Hill to the Piedmont ex- 
position was in the nature of a bid for no- 
toriety—part of an attempt to keep himself 


before the public 
Another newspaper declares that the visit 


is ‘‘a bid for the presidency,’’ and Editor 
Elliot F. Shepard, true to the characteriza- 
tion of his father-in-law, has discovered in 
the affair a tremendous plot to bring about 
democratic success, or something of that 
kind. ‘ 

All of these wise utterances by the mug- 
wumps and republicans proceed on the 
theory, if not the belief, that Governor Hill 
came to Atlanta on his own invitation, and 
that the entire programme, so far as he was 
toncerned, was arranged by him or through 
his connivance. All this is just funny 
enough to give the public a vivid glimpse of 
the methods employed by some of the great 
editorial lights of the north, : 

Every sensible person knows that Gov- 
ernor Hill had no idea of coming to Atlanta 
until he was invited by the directors of the 
Piedmont exposition, and he had the matter 
under consideration for some time before 
he concluded to accept. He had no more to 
do with the programme arranged for him 
than the man in the moon. His visit was 
political to this extent—that he was invited 
because he is a prominent democrat, and 
because he has been able to put the republi- 
can party to route in New York in the face 
of various adverse conditions. He was in- 
vited because he is an earnest and a success- 
ful democrat, and because heis the gov- 
ernor of the great empire state of New York. 

The criticisms made on him, unjust as 
they are, set forth one fact very happily— 
mamely that he is a man whom the republi- 
eans fear. Mr. Cleveland has been, and is 
still, roundly abused by the republicans, 
and this has been the fate of every promi- 
ment democrat since the days of Jefferson. 
Let a democrat become prominent and pop- 
ular, and he is at once made the target of 
abuse and unjust criticism. 

We think Governor Hill is to be con- 
gratulated. Ie had a singularly pleasant 
journey, an enthusiastic reception from 
southern democrats, and now the republi- 
cans and mugwumps are abusing ‘him. 
What more could an honest American citi- 
wen ask? 


What of a Settlement? 

Now that the senate has disposed of the 
lease act, it will probably turn its attention 
to the matter of an adjustment of the claims 
of the lessees of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad. : 

View it from any standpoint we may, and 
the real question is, shall the matter be 
settled or shall the state become involved in 
endless litigation and trouble? 

It is now too late forthe general assembly 
to dispose of the matter by any direct set- 
tlement. What, therefore, is the best thing 
to be done under the circumstances? As 
one of our correspondents has aptly put it, 
**Resolutions or statements calculated to 
further complieate or irritate will not an- 
swer the purpose.’”’ We need conservative 
thought and reflection to bring good results. 

The resolution of Senator Whitfield cre- 
ating a commission composed of the three 
judges of the supreme court, and ex-Gov- 
ernors Smith, McDaniel and Colquitt, with 
Major Campbell Wallace, who isan expert 
in railway matters, seems to meet the ques—~ 
tion fairly. The whole subject, as we un- 
derstand it, being left to this commission, 
and the lessees binding themselves to its

If this board decides that the lessees are 
not entitled to anything that is to end the 
matter, and if itshould decide that they 
are entitled to anything this commission is 
to say in what item and what amount. The 
proposition has at least the merit of doing 
something to aid materially in making a new 
lease, and the makeup of the commission 
is such as to satisfy the most. exacting that 
the state will be fully protected.

The State Road and the Lessees. 


Epitors Constitution; I see conflicting 
statements made by members of the general assem- 
bly in discussing the lease question, or what is now 
more popularly termed the betterments question, 
and it is probably important toa just settlement o 
that question that the facts be properly understood, 
and | inquire for information. 

I have seen it stated again and again that the 
lease act provides that the lessees are to return the 
roadin as good condition as they received it from 
the state, and are to pay the rental of twenty-five 
thousand dollars per month within twenty days 
after the end of each month, 

Now, Mr. Editor, I desire to know if these are 
snbetantially the obligations which the 1 essees as- 
sumed when the lease was made, 

I believe it is not denied by any onethat the les- 
sees have paid the rental promptly for nearly nine- 
teen years, and no doubt will doit until the end of 
the lease, which is now a little over one year, 

Something has been said in the legislative discus- 

sions about the company having announced its 
purpose to wreck the road, and it has been said 
that the governor should take steps to prevent the 
lessees running it down, ete. 
@Now, just what is meant by wrecking the road I 
do notknow. If the state delivered the road to the 
lessees in its then condition, which is said to have 
been a very bad condition, ana the state agreed to 
take it back, and the lessees agreed to deliver it 
back in the same condition in which it was received 
by them, how is that wrecking the road? It is 
eithernot wrecking the road, orelse the road was 
already wrecked when the state delivered it to 
the lessees. If thestate delivered it to the lessees 
inavery bad condition, and agreed to take it back 
in exactly the same bad condition, how can it be 
said that the lesseesiu delivering it back ip the 
condition agreed to by them andthe state are 
wrecking the road? 

I do not understand that the lessees insist on bet- 
terments. They merely insist on their right to de- 
liver the road tothe state in the same condition in 
which they received it, which isin strict accordance 
with the contract. If this is wrecking the road, 
then they have both the legal and the moral right 
to wreck it. If the state agreed to take it back in 
that condition, the state is legaily and morally 
bound to do so. 

As | understand it, the lessees say to the state: 
If you will not take it back in the condition in 
which you received it, according to your “contract, 
and will use force torob us in violation of your 
contract, and will undertake to prevent us, the 
lessees, from putting itin the condition it was in 
when we received it prior to delivering it back to 
you, then the lessees ask you to pay for the improve- 
ments which you propose to take from them by 
force, and there they seem to be reasonable, 

If you, the state, will not do this, then they pro- 

se, first, to allow the whole question to be left to 
tye arbitrators of high character, twoto be chosen 
by each party and the fifth by the other four, and 
both parties to abide promptly by the judgment 
rendered by them. Ifthe state will not do this, 
then the lessees propose to leave it tofive arbitrators 
chosen by the state alone, provided that neither of 
them shall be personal enemies ofany one of the 
lessees, the lesseesin that case not te choose a 
si: gle arbitrator. Ifthe state refuses to do that, 
then the lessees, as I understand it, ask that 
the state oven her courts to them and 
let them sue as ee other party having a 
claim against his neighbor would be permitted to 
sue his neighbor where mg | could notagiee. This 
the state declines, Then if she will not do that, say 
the lessees, we ask that the state constitute or organ- 
ize a tribunal to bear and determine this case ac- 
cording to law equity and natural justice, the 
lessees having noshare whatever inthe organiza- 
tion of the court. 

If they refuse to do that, then the lessees say you 
may reter it to any tribunal that you think proper 
to name, and we will abide the result, or they say 
we will abide the result if you will pass Senator 
Whittield’s resolution, which proposes to leave the 
whole question to the three present judges of the 
supreme court of Ge a, towit; Hon. n EK, 
Bieckley, Hon. Thomas J. Simmons and Hon. Mark

THE SENATE REJECTS THE BART- 
LETT AMENDMENT. 28 TO 13. 


An Able Argument Against It by Senator 
Hall—The Bill Returned to the House 


Without Radical Change. 


The senate has passed the lease bill in better 
shape than when it came from the house, but 
without radical change. 

The two changes of most importance are 
these: ; 

The time of consummating the lease con- 
tract is made the 27th of October, 1890, instead 
of sixty days after the passage of the act. That 
will be six days before the next legislature 
convenes. 

The basis of property to be turned over to 
the new lessees is made the inventory of 1872 
instead of that of 1870. The inventory of 1872 
is — larger. 

here are many minor amendments put on 
as safeguards or to perfect the operation of the 
bill. One gives the lessees a hearing before 
the lease can be forfeited. 

The Rartlett restrictive amendment, which 
caused most of tho discussion, was rejected by 
a vote of 28 to 13, Senators Bartlett and J, 
W. Harris made a gallant fight for it, and 
Senatsr Shannon was loaded, but was cut off 
by the previous question. 

The case against the amendment was ably 
presented by Senators Hall, Strother and Mas- 
sengale. 

Senator Whitfield tried to get in an 
amendment providing for the sale .of 
the Western and Atlantic road’s real estate 
in Chattanooga, which is not necessary 
to the transaction of railroad business. He 
proposed to exempt from the lease about $750,- 
000 worth of property, but the senate thought 
that it was to some extent necessary to the 
railroad’s business, and declined to separate 
it. So the bill passed at 4:22 p. m. 

The house will not much amend it. 

Dr. Felton wishes to shorten the time. He 
wishes to close the contract at least before an- 
other legislature shall have been elected. 


Senator Massengale. 


Senator Massengale opened his argument by 
saying that until recently he had thought of voting 
for the restrictive amendment, but since the defeat 
of the Olive bill and after conferring with his con- 
stituents. who were opposed to putting any restric- 
tion ou the competition for the lease of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, he thoughtit his duty to vote 
for leasing it to the highest bidder.

, the minimum amount proposed 
is $167,000 a year—which falls $12,000 short. If you 
open the bidaing to the world and allow competing 
lines to come in you Know it will be for the interest 
of Georgia. Every man and every child in the 
state is interested in thisroad. There is no doubt 
that we could receive more than the interest on the 
state debt. Iam satisfied we could lease the road 
for $40,000 or more per month. There is no consia- 
eration so vital to the people of this commonweatb. 
A good lease of this property means an education to 
the peopie, the children of the state, It is their 
property, itis the properiy of every citizen, itis 
mine as much as that of anyotherman. If you or 
I had this property as a private estaie, would we 
not attempted to lease it for the highest price we 
could get? I consider the Western and Atlantic 
railroad no more than the private property of indi- 
viduals, It is nothing but justice that the property 
of the commonwealth should go to the highest bid- 
der. A few days agothe senator from the 29th in- 
trodnced a resolution for the sale of the old capitol, 
On the floor of the senate I advocated the giving of 
that to the confederote veterans who had fought for 
the liberties and rights of the people, but in its 
wisdom the senate saw fit to put that property to the 
highest bidder. That wasas much the property of 
the ae yg of Georgia as the Western and Ailauntic 
railroad, 

“If the constitution can’t protect you ia vour 
rights, I say tear down your fair temple of justice, 
scatter it to the winds, give up your supreme 
court, put aside your judges, take away the princi- 
ples of ety from the people, and say that our 
constitution is a fraud. 

“The people of Georgia are clamoring for educa- 
ton. From the mountains to the seaboard the cry 
comes up that iliiteracy isover the land. Then in 
the interest of this illiterate class whose common 
heritage is this road, I ask that it be leased for all it 
will bring under free competition, 

“We haVéu railroad Cou.ca.99.0n, sworn to support 
the donstitution, who stand between the common 
people and the railroads, and if they cannot protect 
us we had better let them go, It matters not to 
whom we lease the road. The constitution cannot 
go beyond the limits of the state.’’ 

He then quoted facts and figures to sustain his po- 
sition. He called attention to the fact that the rate 
per ton mile on the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road was only one centand on the Georgia Pacific, 
in the control of the West Point Terminal, one cent 
perton mile. He said railroads by combinatiun 
were enab'ed to haul freight cheaper, and in sup< 
port of this proposition he cited the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad, which was able to haul freight for 
63-100 of a cent per ton mile, while some short roads 
out of combination, like the Bangor and Portland, 
cha’ ged 6.71 cents per ton mile, 

He called attention to the fact that the Western 
and Atlantic railroad did not pay while owned by 
the state except in Governor Brown’s administra- 
tion.

Senator Hall's Speech, 

Senator Hall made a speech of an. hour and 
a half against the Barilett amendment, and his ar- 
gument had a perceptible effect on the senate. The 
force of his argument was directed principally 
against the argumeuvt of Senator Harris, with occa- 
sional reaches after Senator Bartlett. 

He began by saying that though Senator Harris 
and Senator Bartlett repeatediy exhorted the 
members of the senate to stand by their oaths 
aud support the constitation, neither of them 
would say and I have too much respect for their 
opinions as lawyors, to believe they would say that 
this clause of the constitution upon which the 
Olive bill is based, has any reference whatever to 
the state in disposing of its own property. In no 
wise does tne cunstitution interfere with the action 
of the legislature in disposing of the state’s prop- 
erty. What does that constitutional provision refer 
to? It inhibits, for instance. the legislature from 
authorizing the East Tennessce railroad from At- 
lanta to Macon, from buying a majority of stock in 
the Central, which isa competing line. It inhibits 
the Central from buying a majority of stock in the 
East Tennessee, which is a compoting line. 

There is nota lawyer who has been at the bar five 
years, and is capable of conducting a justice court

hay, and the rate being lower on low-class goocs 
reduced the ayerage rate, while the Central an: 
Georgia roads hauled iargely cotton and dry goods 
and other high-class goods, on which the rate Le- 
ing highermade the average bigh. If a farmir 
came io town with a lot of cotton, nearly all mid- 
dling or low middling and very few bales of stains 
or “dog tai!,’”” he would receive a high average of 
prices; and if anotlLer farmer carried a lot of cotton 
with tew bales of middling or flow middling and 
more of stains and ‘‘dog tall,”” he wouid get a low 
average price, thourh for the ene gradeé the two 
farmers were paid thé saimé, The Gases were ex- 
aculy abalegons, and it was easy to see that on two 
railroads the average rate per ton-mile would be 
lowest on the one carrying the most tow class goods, 
though for the same classes of goods the rate per 
ton- mile was exactly thesame. Thisshowed why 
there was a higher average In the rate per ton- mile 
on the Central, Georgia, and other roads than on 
the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
He asserted, and said he had statistics 
before him to prove that local rates on the 
Central and Georgia railroads were lower than on 
the Western and Atlantic railr 

He said that ia 1880 the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad made the combinations which extended 
its lines from Louisville, Evansville and St, Louis 
and Cincinnati to Chattanooga and over the West- 
ern end Atlantic to Atlanta. Before that the sepa- 
rate roads each with 1's own government demanded 
what it wanted on a through rate. Now under one 
system the pro rates were reguiated and the total 
rate reduced from Ohio river poinisto Atlanta as

| He Tells of an Attack. and of Being Robbed 


of Seventeen Hundred Dollars—A Detec- 
tive Thinks He Robbed Himeelf. m- 


There isa preacher locked up at the atation house. 

The case is a very peculiar one, and has created a 
startling sensation in Pike county. 

Rev. Edwin D. Matthews is a man about forty 
years of age, who has lived near Milner, in Pike 
county, formany years, without a stain on his 
character. 

When Mr. C. D. Oliver was elected tax collector 
of Pike county, he: employed Mr, Matthews as his 
clerk, and thetwo visited the various precincts 
in the county and collected large sums 
of money. Matthews received a per- 
centage on all the _ ogoliections, and in- 
sisted on being paid asthe money was collected, ' 

On last Thursday nighthe and Mr. Oliver sat 
down together and counted the receipts for the 
week, amounting to $1,799.58. Matthews retained 
all but fifty dollars of the money, giving Mr. Oliver 
@ receipt forit. The fifty dollars consisted of thirty 
dollars. in greenbacks and twenty in silver, 
that they agreed to take out with 
them when they should startout on Monday. The 
$1,700 was placed in a large pocketbook, along with 
a ten-dollar script, and Matthews plaeed in it his 
pocket, with asmalier purse containing the $50 in 
change. 

Matthews says that on Friday night a negro and 
a white man came to his house, five miles from 
Milner, and asked him to go with them to the store 
and let. them h and 
crackers, When 
he claims that Pp 
him, and while one of them began cutting him the 
other robbed him of the large pocketbook, contain- 
ing the $1,700. 

As an evidence of the struggle he exhibits cuts in 
his pantaloons and his coat and vest. Where his 
trousers were slashed there isa silght wound on the 
left le eg, , Just above the knee; and there is another 
wound on the left: breast. 

Mr. Oliver heard ofthe alleged robbery and 
he called on Matthews, who produced the small 
purse with the small change, and the large pocket 
book with the serip and some receipts in it. 

Mr, Oliver suspected that there was something 
wrong about the story, and he employed Detective 
Shackleford to work up the case, 

Detective Shackleford went down to Pie county , 
Sunday and began to investigate the case. He 
thought he had reason to believe that Matthews was 
the guilty party. He wentto his home yesterday 
morning to arrest Matthews, and the Jatter ran in- 
side his dwelling, pulled down the window blinds 
and swore that he would kill the first man who 
come inside. 

Detective Shackleford secured the services of two 
men, kicked the door open and covering Matthews 
with his pistol, domanded his surrender. 
Matthews submitted, and explained his conduct by 
marine that he thought the detectives were
